The amendment filed on 19 September 2005 has been entered. 
After further review and consideration it has been determined that the following 
new grounds of rejection are required: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor, at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

More particularly, the claims disclose no amounts, no weights, and no ratios of 
ingredients. 

Furthermore, claims 1 and 7 claim the generic category of "pharmaceutically 
active water soluble gaseous substances." However, the only substance disclosed in 
the specification that fits this category is nitrous oxide. Nitrous oxide does not establish 
a generic concept. 

Finally, ethyl alcohol, as disclosed in claims 1 and 7, is well known in the art as a 
polar solvent. No description is provided as to how one skilled in the art would use 
alcohol, vis-a-vis the invention, as a medicament.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as the invention. Ethyl alcohol is well known in the art as a polar 
solvent. Applicant does not teach how ethyl alcohol is used as a medicament. 
Clarification is requested.
